“On each. side of the long. balcony, 
writes Will Chandler, is a range of tali 
pine cases fitted with drawers in wHich 
are stored toys and games from. ail 
parts of the world. These drawers 
contain many other interesting objects 
besides, for it is in’ this department 
thateverything reiating to ethnology is 
sorted and catalogue+ for exhibition. 

The toys and games in Uncle Sam’s 
collection have been gathered, by his 
agents, from every known country. 

Of dolls alone there are -enough—to 
give any little girl reader a new one 
every day until she becdOmes too old to 
care longer for them; ivory babies 
Alaska, cressed in little coats of deer 
fur to protect them from an Arctic 
winter: ~ South Sea island puppets with 
scarcely any clothes at all: Indian pa- 
pooses decked with beads and buck- 
skin; _pink-cheeked waxen beauties 
from Paris: almond eyed Japanese in 
red kimonos; black | wooden’ images 
from the -Kongo; an@ various other 
dolls fashioned from clothes-pins, pine 
cones, and corn-husks. 

There are the doll of the Zuni and 
the Moqui Indians of Arizona and New 
Mexico.

‘sent. The right of self-government’ is 
relative to tthe. capacity: of fitness for 
self-government. The Declaration - of 
Independence declares that “Govern- 
ments are instituted among men deriv- 
ing their just powers from the consent 
of the governed,’ to secure certain 
rights, “that among these are life, lib- 
erty and the pursuit of happiness,” 
Governments of sufficient virtue and 
power to-secure ‘there rights to men, 
and they alone, are justly ordained by 
the consent of the goyernment. The 
government that authorizes piracy or 
cannibalism or human sacrifices, that 
enslaves men” and debases — women, 
would receive but scant consideration 
from the civilized. world because it had 
been established by the consent of the 
governed, ~ 

“But it is*said.that one people cannot 
be the judge of another and that an 
unjust government of the people's 
choice, isbetter than a righteous one 
established or fostéred by a foreign 
power. This is the same as saying 
that oppression- is sometimes better 
than freedom, lawlessness than order, 
savagery than civilization, What is 
called. the doctrine of the consent of 
the governed will go but little way In 
helping 'to solve the problem of tthe pos- 
session of the Philippine isiands, It has 
peen disregarded, as many would ap- 
ply it, by. the United States in the dc- 
quisition and government of territory 
where now are great states, millions 
of free people, boundless prosperity and 
the highest measure of human happi- 
ness. 

“The United States has levied taxes 
in territories whose people were unrep- 
resented in the counsels of ‘the nation, 
It collects taxes: in Alaska, whose peo- 
ple have not even a delegate in Con- 
gress, But Alaska, like Porto Rico and 
the Philippines must have hocal gov- 
ernment, courts, schools, harbors, 
lighthouses.

OIL BURNING LOCOMOTIVE, 


The Boston: and Maine road’s Vau- 
clain compound consolidation freight 
engine, which has just been equipped 
at Keene, with the appliances for 
burning petroleum as fuel, has been 
given some further tests with quite. 
satisfactory results, and has been sent 
to the Hoosac tunnel for regular work, 
says the Keene Evening Sentinel. If 
the engine .proves satisfactory there, 
other oil-burners ‘will be equipped to 
haul trains through the “big bore.” 
The alterations required to transform 
an ordinary locomotive built to burn 
bituminous coal into, an oil-burner are 
much less complicated than would at 
first seem probable. Engine 1075 sim- 
ply has a different fire box lining, 4 
grate ;with one or more comparatively 
smaller, air apertures, an oil tank with 
steam heating coil, and a burner with 
the necessary pipes and vatves to Blup- 
ply it with oil and steam. ‘ 

The oil tank holds 750 gallons. of per 
troleum and occupies the ordinary cen- 
tral coal space in the tender. With this 
quantity of oil the engine will. probab- 
ly make-a trip of 50 or 7% miles with a 
full load. Tedts have not yet deter- 
mined the approximaté quantity per 
mile used on this engine, ‘The oil burn- 
ed looks lke a thin lubricating ofl of 
a yellowish cast. Its specific gravity 
is 78-100ths, or 33 de s, Baume’s 
seale:’ A slight air ‘pressure is carried 
on the oil tank to maintain a constant 
fiow to the burner, and by means of a 
steam coil the oil is. kept, warm in cold 
weather. A float indi¢ator and dial.in- 
dicate the quantity of oil fn the tank 
at all times, and a gauge shows the 
air pressure. A safety valve set at 
about ten pounds is provided. Pipes 
controlled by glove valves on the fire- 
man’s side of the cab lead to the oil 
burner-in the locomotive fire-box. 

The burner is a small affair, made of 
brass and placed in the back of -the 
fire-box, below the door. It has a cen- 
tral. steam ‘space connecting with a 
steam pipe from the boiler, said space 
having a slot-shaped opening two 
inches wide, by one-sixteenth of an 
tnch, and pointing when placed in po- 
sition, toward the flue sheet.. Above 
and below the steam slot of the burner 
are similar apertures connecting with 
the oil supply pipes. A‘ blast of steam 
is turned on, oil is admitted to the 
burner from the. tank and. asthe steam 
escapes the ofl mingles with it. The 
resulting spray of steam and oil is 
highly inflammable, and bursts into a

FREE FROM BLAME —

the Death of Michael Callahan Who 
Fell From Staging at Brechin

The fuJl bench of the supreme court 
on Tuesday overruled the plaintiff’s 
exceptions in the case of Ann Callahan, 
administratrix of Michael J. Callahan, 
vs. the trustees of Phillips academy. 

The case was an action of tort for per- 
sonal injuries sustained by plaintiff’s in- 
testate; who was thrown from a staging 
on which he was standing while paint- 
ing the ceiling of defendant’s library in 
Andover. The court finds that the 
staging was built by one Kowe, for 
whom the plaintiff worked, and was not 
built by the defendants, : — 

The accident, which was claimed. to 
have resulted in the déath of Michael 
Callahan, late of Lawrence, occurred at 
Brechin. hall library on the Seminary 
grounds a little over a year ago. The 
library interior was being renovated for. 
the trustees of tne’ academy by E. J. 
Rowe of this place,gunder the direction 
of Supt. Grant. a 
A staging was erected under .the—di- 
rection of Mr. Rowe from lumber ‘pro- 
vided by Mr. Grant, in order that, the 
ceiling and walls ‘might be- painted. 
While Callahan and another workman 
were engaged in. painting the ceiling 
a defective ledge board broke, pretipita- 
ting Callahan to the floor below, a dis- 
tance of eighteen or twenty feet. Calla- 
han’s ribs were fractured. ‘The other 
workman James Griffin, managed: to 
save himself from the fall. Callahan 
was removed to his home in Lawrence, 
and his injuries afterwards proved fatal. 

Action -was _ brought 
trustees to_ recover $7000 . damages and

term of the superior Court Where a ver- 
dict for the defendants was returned.

The trouble was caused by a change

Weavers 
who had been making $10.26 per week 
were unable to make over: $7.80 per 
week. They have demanded. an_in- 
crease of 10 cents per cut, but Agent 
Somersby told the representatives “of 
the strikers at their conference that the 
best he could offer wae two cents per 
cut advance. Sdme of the weavers un- 
der the new arrangement say that they 
could make only $5 some -weeks while 
other weeks they managed to earn $9,

Announcement was made that Agent 
Somersby had offered to compromise 
by giving an advance of five cents per 
cut...It was unanimously voted to re- 
ject this offer and to continue the strike 
until an advance 6f-10 cents per Cut is 
mae, as the strikere claim that that 
increase must be made in order to give 
them living wages. ‘ 

The executive committee also an- 
nounced that at a conference with the 
agent he had made an offer to pay the 
expenses of a committee appointed to 
visit other mills in Massachusetts and: 
ascertain what. prices are paid else- 
where for work-of the gradé in ques- 
tion. No attention was paid to this 
faa, vored strikers say they are satis- 
: that ‘an investigation would, show 
that. the change of work which aoa d 
in the réduction here has brought the 
wages down ‘to a‘miéch lower scale than 
is paid in other mills. They point out 
that the only mills which make this 
grade of work are in Lowell rd that 
the weavers there average per 
week, while under the new scale here it 
is impossible for the weavers to aver- 
age Over $7 a week. They explain that 
the difficulty is due to. the unusual 
length of the cuts which require a 
Ionger time to weave. .
